AT THE LIBRARY 


Past Year Has Seen Great Advances in 
Work of Public Library 

The year 1908 was one of the best in 
the entire history of the Public Library. 
Many additions have been made to the 
list of books and periodicals, the build¬ 
ing has been painted and decorated 
without and within, new features have 
been added to the work and, best of all, 
the circulation of books of all kinds 
has greatly increased. 

As a result of the policy of allowing 
one fiction and one non-fiction work to 
be taken out on the same card the in¬ 
crease in circulation of non-fiction has 
increased wonderfully. Where less than 
half a dozen non-fiction works were 
taken from the library in a month, 
more than sixty are now circulated. 
The total circulation during the last 
six months was 2,625 volumes.

Fifty books have been repaired 
and a dozen re-bound, the library board 
furnishing materials and the librarian 
doing the work.

WILL VISIT FRANCE 


Prof. Ritchie Will Make an Effort to 
Secure Better Casting for Lens 


Prof. G. W. Ritchie, physical expert 
of the Carnegie Solar Observatory here, 
will leave for St. Gobain, in Northern 
France, within a short time, says the 
Pasadena Star. He will there take up 
with the St. Gobain Plate Glass works 
the matter of casting another 100-inch 
lens for the J. D. Hooker telescope. 

The main reason for the trip is to 
secure immediate action on the part 
of the company, so that a new disc 
may be secured within a year. Three 
years were spent in casting the last 
one, which was found imperfect; and 
the observatory officials believe this 
is entirely unnecessary, if the work is 
not allowed to drag. 

Professor Ritchie will try to instill 
a little Yankee energy into the glass 
maker-s, and will also give them the 
benefit of his observations on the im¬ 
perfect disc sent here a few weeks 
ago. He believes that its marked im¬ 
perfection is due in part to careless¬ 
ness of the factory officials, who cast 
it at three intervals.

RESIGNS FROM FAT OFFICE 


Postmaster Yerxa Has Not the Time to 
Devote to Street Cleaning De¬ 
partment 


Postmaster Yerxa has handed in his 
resignation as director of the “Mexi¬ 
can Cyclone Dust Remover.” In a 
statement accompanying the resigna¬ 
tion he shows money to the amount of 
$11.10 disbursed and $9.05 collected, 
leaving the head of this very important 
civic department out of pocket to the 
amount of $2.05. 

For two months or more the red- 
shirted “cyclone” has cleared the 
streets of rubbish in the neighborhood 
of the business center of town. Mr. 
Yerxa gave freely of his time in col¬ 
lecting the money, mostly in small 
amounts, and in directing the work of 
the street sweeper. His efforts re¬ 
sulted in a vast improvement in the 
appearance of the streets and some 
means of continuing the work should 
by all means be found. Somehow 
old papers and other trash are much 
more noticeable on our handsome oiled 
streets than in the days when wind 
and rain carried them into the ruts. 
Visitors are given a much better im¬ 
pression of the town by seeing clean, 
well kept streets in the neighborhood 
of the station than when all kinds of 
trash meet their gaze. 

The “Cyclone” can be hired for $1.50 
a day when needed and it would seem 
that here is a job for the Board of 
Trade to undertake. Mr. Yerxa offers 
his services as interpreter but says he 
does not feel equal to the responsibility 
of handling the money when there is 
no chance for graft. Monthly contri¬ 
butions of 25 cents each from twenty- 
five people would keep the thing go¬ 
ing and it seems like a shame to pass 
it up for lack of interest and it should 
be possible to continue the work with¬ 
out concentrating the burden, financial 
or otherwise. 

Mr. Yerxa is certainly deserving of 
hearty thanks for his past labors. One 
fitting expression of thanks would be 
the prompt payment of several sub¬ 
scriptions which have not yet mater¬ 
ialized.

The following can be sown in 
boxes or in beds to be transplanted 
later: Marigold, stock, snapdragon, 

Margaret carnation, coreopsis, lance- 
olata, dahlia, forget-me-not, feverfew, 
verbena. Sow under cover in boxes: 
Asters, lobelia, heliotrope and vinca. 
Plants of pansy, stock, snapdragon, 
pentstemon, carnation, centaurea, cin¬ 
eraria, foxglove, columbine and many 
other early bloomers can be set out.

A USEFUL HINT FOR OUTDOOR 
PEOPLE 

Among the small “wrinkles” I have 
picked up is a scheme to keep one’s 
watch dry even though you go over¬ 
board or are drenched from wet bushes. 
It also enables you to see the watch 
face without removing the waterproof 
covering. It may be an old scheme but 
I have not seen anyone else use it. 
Take a piece of pure rubber “dental 
dam” 8 inches square, put the watch in 
the center and bring the rubber to¬ 
gether at the stem, tying the puckered 
up rubber snugly with a bit of string. 
This keeps your watch absolutely dry 
and when you wish to see the face, 
simply stretch the rubber over the 
front and you can see the hands clearly 
through the rubber, made thin for the 
time being by the stretching.—H. C.
